Hesays, forinstance : “There was 
not a “top” betwixt Bow Fell and Caw Fell he had 
not been. over.” Now, Bow Fell and Scase Fell 
fare neighbouring hills on the south-western 
boundary of Cumberland and Westmorland, and 
far removed {rom the scene of Peel's prowess. 

“The famove song was written by Jokn Wood 
‘cock Graves about the year 1820.”” Asa matter 
cof fact, it was written in the winter of 1892, 

‘Purther, in the last verse of the song, eoeand 
line, "He lived at Trowbeck once on a de 
inoorrect. John Peel never lived at Troutbeck, 

‘There are two Troutbecks in the county— 
‘Troutbeck on the old C. R. and P. Railway 
‘Troutbeok for Ullswater, and the other Trou! 
beck Windermere, 

‘John Pecl was born nt Park End, Caldbock, 
but the exact date of his hirth ia not known, 
‘The dato of his baptism is shown in the parish 
church register ns 24th September, 1777, He died 
‘at Ruthwaite, in the neighbouring township, on 
‘the Lath November, 1854, aged seventy-nine. 

“Dive Ken John Peel?” is not only ‘The 
Marscillaie " of the hunting field, but of all 
‘our kindred associations, and also of Cumbrians 
‘and Westmorians wherever gathered together, at 
home or overseas, We aro naturally jealous 
that anything historical relative to our homelan 
should be stated accurately.
